It is announced that an agreement upon terms and 
conditions has been arrived at by bankers of the 
United States, Great Britain, France and Japan in 
the matter of a joint loan to China, as the result of 
a visit to the Far East of Thomas W. Lamont of

J. P. Morgan & Co., who was a financial adviser of 
the American mission at the peace conference. It is 
stated that the State Department will shortly issue a 
statement of its views on the subject. 

The full significance of this transaction has not 
been revealed, but, in view of the position of the ad- 
ministration toward the original project, the six- 
Power loan of 1913—it cannot be doubted that its final 
consummation is of large economic as well as po- 
litical importance. -It will be recalled that Presi- 
dent Taft, in a message to Congress in 1909, indi- 
cated that the United States would become a sort 
of guarantor of the American participation in the 
four-Power loan then contemplated, describing the 
co-operation of American bankers as the “indis- 
pensible instrumentality” to enable this Government 
to “carry out a practical and real application of the 
open-door policy” in China. The four Powers, Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, Germany and France, later 
admitted Japan and Russia. 

The Chinese revolution prevented the carrying out 
of the full program, although substantial adtances 
had been made. With the incoming of the Wilson 
administration the American bankers applied to Sec- 
retary Bryan to know whether they could continue to 
look for the support of this Government, stating 
frankly that they would not participate in further 
loans otherwise. On March 19, 1913, Secretary Bryan 
issued his now famous statement, repudiating ‘the 
Taft policies as “Dollar Diplomacy,” saying: 

“The conditions of the loan seem to us to touch 
very nearly the administrative independence of China 
itself; and this administration does not feel that it 
ought, even by implication, to be a party to those 
conditions. * * * The conditions include not only 
the pledging of particular taxes, but also the ad- 
ministration of those taxes by foreign agents. * * * 
The present administration will urge and support the 
legislative measures necessary to give American mer- 
chants, manufacturers, contractors and engineers the

Is Your Nose Aquiline? 


éé NUBS and Romans are 
G pienciear enough,” says Miss

Likewise did Cromwell, the only man not of royal blood 
who ever ruled in England. Farragut, the great American com-

Among writers there were George Eliot and George Sands, both of 
whom, it must be admitted. had noses a little too beaklike to be “per- 
fect aquilines.”” Sarah Siddons, regarded as the greatest tragic actress 
England has ever produced, was of the aquiline type, and our own 
Margaret Anglin, who is usually regarded as the best of our emo- 
tional actresses, has a nose that shows really beautiful aquiline pro- 
portions. 

The girl who has an aquiline nose may have waited in vain for 
an American writer of modern novels or short stories to portray 
a fair heroine possessing this type of nose. Rather small, straicht 
or slightly upturned noses seem to be more in demand nowadays. 
Still the nose that is like an eagle’s—for aquiline means. of course. 
eagle-like—has had its admirers in literature. 

Edgar Allen Poe seems to have regarded a well-formed aquiline 
nose as more beautiful even than a Greek nose. When he describes 
Ligeia, who was his ideal of beauty as well as of intellect. he says: 
“Nowhere but in the graceful medallions of the Hebrews have I be- 
held a similar perfection-—the same scarcely perceptible tendenev to 
the aquiline. the harmoniously curved nostrils the 
free spirit.” 

And Balzac in describing his Madame de la Chanterie—one 
the most famous of all his women characters—tells us that she had 
“a rather sweet face, with a soft, coldly colored complexion. an 
aquiline nose, a benign brow, hazel] eves and a double chin. the 
whole framed in curls of silver hair." 

Russian novelists show a predilection for heroines with aqulline 
noses. For fnstance, there is Turgenev’s Mariana in ‘Virgin Soil,” 
who, he says, “had a round face, a large aquiline nose, big bright 
eyes, fine eyebrows and thin lipa’”’ She was regarded by the othe: 
characters—eave, of course, by her rival—as being more than ordi- 
narily good looking.
